GIBRALTAR- 

GIBRALTAR, ftriaiy fpeak- 
ing, means only the town fo 
named ; but in the common accepta- 
tion of the word, the whole mountain 
is included. In tl^at fenfe Gibraltar 
is a large promontory. In the province 
of Andalufia in Spain, joined by a nar- 
row neck of land, only three thou* 
fand ninety feet broad in its narroweft, 
and four thoufand five hundred fifty 
B feet 
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feet in Its widcft part ; and four thou- ' 
imd tour hundred feet long, from the 
northern foot of the mountain, to 
where the neck widens to the conti- 
nent of Spain. The extreme length 
of this pcninfula, from the northern 
plain to the fouthermoft point, is two 
n\ilc$ tAvo thoufandnine hundred forty 
Itxt J the extreme breadth of its bafe 
line i^ji tvHir thoufjiud t\\x> hundred

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Occupying a fmall inclined plain of 
five thoufand eight hundred twenty 
feet long, and one thoufand one hun- 
dred feet broad ; and cannot poffibly 
increafe in fize, as it is bounded oa 
the weft and north by the bay, and 
on the fouth and eaft by the rifing of 
the mountains* 

The mountain is of a ftupendous 
height, not with a fudden elevation, 
but by hill placed upon hilL The 
firft rifes more than five hundred feet 
above the town, and is indented fo as 
to form no lefs than fifteen eminencies, 
with fteep declivities between them. 
Above them rifes another ridge, 
about eight hundred twenty feet 
higher than the former ; . the fmall 
B 2 plain 
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plain running along the fummit of 
which is Ikirted with an abrupt rife 
of rocks, of irregular heights, from 
three to eight hundred feet: above 
tliis the mountain ftill advances in the 
air, fo as to form, from its water le- 
Tel to its extreme fummit, a perpen- 
dicular of near one mile* 

This is the ftate of the mountain on 
the weft, towards the bay, of which 
it forms one fide; but on the eaft, 
which is wafhed by the fea, its fteep 
is fo great, the mountains fo craggy, 
and the pieces of rock fo pendulous, 
as to be totally inacceffible, there not 
being the leaft fhelter for the fmalleft 
veffel,'nor a ipace of grpund fufficient 
to contain three men# 
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This account may be fufficient, to 
give an idea of this mountain in its 
original ftate ; what improvements 
have fince been made, and its prefent 
ftate, will come more regularly in 
the order of time. 

The firft name by which this moun- 
tain was known, was that of Mons 
Calpe ; and it continued to be fo called 
till the incurfigns of the. Arabs, in th^ 
year 713. 

As. this mountain was part of Ibe- 
ria (the ancient name of Spain) it wa^ 
poflefled by the Scythians at the firft 
fettlement of that country after the 
difperfion at Babel. In the infancy 
of (hippmg, and before a neceffity of 
ftrong holds occurred, Calpe was of 
B3 Httle 
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little or no value ; .there were no fer- 
tile plains thereon to invite the herdf- 
men, nor did it afford pafturage to any 

; animals but the ibex, or rock-goat. 
At length, when the all-conquering 
Romans waved the banners^of vidory 
over Iberia, this mountain afforded a 
temporary afylum to fome of the Boe- 
ticans, who for a while oppofed the 
Roman arms : but they oppofed in 
vain, famine forced them to furren- 
der, and a Roman fettlement was 
made to the weft of Calpe without the 

Jbay, which fettlement bore the name 
of Julia Tradufta* • 

About two hundred and forty years 
before the Chriftian aera, Amilcar Bar- 
cas, the Carthaginian general, poffeffed 

bimfelf 
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himfelf of great part of Ulterior Spain. 
The Aufturians, and thofe who inha- 
bited what is now called Bifcay, who 
had never been fubdued by the Ro- 
mans, joined Amilcar; and Boetica 
(now Ahdalufia) fell into his hands, 
Caipe then became of great ufe, and 
a watch-tower was erected thereon, 
from whence any approaches of the 
Roman gallies might be defcried. 
However, Amilcar being (lain in bat- 
tle. In the year 229 before Chrift, 
his fon-in-law Afdrubal fucceededto 
the command. 

The Carthaginians were matters of 

Boetica till the latter Scipio difpojfTefled 

them ; and then that, and CalpCj were 

the property of the Romans. But 

B 4 Viria* 
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VIriathus, who from a robber had be- 
come a general, rhade head in Spain, 
took manjjpf^e Roman fbrtreffes, 
beat the praetor Sisrvius Sulpicius Gal- 
ba, and conquered all Boetica ; till in 
the year of Rome 60 1, and 161 years 
before Ghrift, the conM Lucius Lici- 
Bius Lucullus attacked Viriathus, 
killed four thoufand of his men in 
one battle, defeated fifteen thoufand 
more near Gades (now Cadiz) ^nd re- 
covered CalpCy and the province in 
which It ftands* 

In the year of Rome ^03, and 59 
yeaf s before the Chriftian aera, the 
lieutenants of ^CJB^ey the Great made 
themfelves ftrong m Spain; fe-ut were 
defeated by Julius Caefar; as were fbon 

after 
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after Pompey's fbns by the'famcujcoii- 
queror, and Calpe remained to the Ro- 
mans till the year of Chrift 412. 

Towards the clofe of the fourth 
century, the Goths, Vandals, and other 
fierce and barbarous nations,burft forth 
in fwarms from the over-peopled 
north, extended themfelves over the 
moft fruitful fouthern countries, gave 
thefirft check to the Roman power, and 
erefted divers kingdoms In Italy and I- 
beria. That divifion called theVifigoths, 
or Weftrogoths, feized on Ulterior 
Spain. A chief, named Athanaric, made 
himfelf king m Boetica in 412, and had 
a feries of fucceflbrs down to Roderic ; 
the Romans being entirely driven out 
©fK.allSpain inthje year 568* 
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Calpe^ as part of Bcetica, fell under 
the dominion of the Goths* As they 
had little to do at iea, and had no at-- 
tacks to fear from that" fide, they did 
not think it neceffary to make any ad- 
dition to the natural firength of the 
mountain ; a fmall village indeed was 
erededat the weftern foot of it, and 
Julia Traduda, on the weftern fliore 
without the bay, was increafed in mag- 
nitude by the addition of fome new 
dwellings. The Goths were Arian 
Chriftians, and built two churches in 
the neighbourhood of Calpe^ and a 
chapel, or oratory, on the mountain 
itfelf : thefe churches were, one at Julia 
Traduda, and another at a little vil- 
Jage, on an eminence at the bottom of 

the 
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the bay, now called St. Roque. The 
chapel on the mountain, was about 
the center of the middle hill, of a 
rude ftrufture, and the refort of few 
but peafants, and thofe who made 
pilgrimages of penance ; to which 
the ruggednefs of the rocks, and the 
difficulty of afcending them did not a 
little contribute. 

In the year 712, the afore- men- 
tioned Roderic was on the throne of 
Spain; he was of the race of the 
Weftrogoths, the thirty-fourth king^ 
who had reigned in that country from 
the year 412, and had fixed the feat 
of empire in the city of Toledo, in 
the kingdom of New Caftile. His 
many exceffes had loft him the affec- 
tion^

tions of fbme of his principal lords ; 
and his having ravifhed the daughter 
of count Julian, a nobleman highly 
efteemed by . the people, caufed an 
invafion of his dominions; which pro- 
duced a furprlfing revolution, to the 
difgrace of the Chriftian name, and 
aggrandizement of the Arabs ; whofe 
conquering arms had, in the fpace 
of only ninety- three years, fub- 
, dued Africa, great part of Afia, and 
many provinces of the Eaftern em- 
pire. 

Count Julian, enraged at the viola- 
tion of his daughter, meditated a fe- 
vere vengeance agaiiift Roderic. He 
communicated his intentions to the 
two fons of the late king Vitiza, the 

prede- 
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predeceflbr of Roderic, who joined him 
in a defire to dethrone the raviflier^ 
But after founding fundry noble Spa« 
niards, they found it would be im* 
poflible to fucceed in their defigns, 
without foreign afEftance ; and they 
thought none could be fo eafily pro- 
cured as from the Arabs. Revenge 
had blinded Julian, and ambition had 
mHled the fons of Vitiza, or they 
would never have betrayed their na^ 
tive country to the ravages of the 
avowed enemies of the Chriftian faith. 
However, it feems, that the two 
princes were deceived, and that Ju- 
lian did not care who poflefled the 
fovereignty of Spain, provided he 
was avenged of Roderic ; for, at his 

.lirft 
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firft application to Mufa Ebn Okalr^ 
who commanded the KhaliPs forces 
in the weftern parts of Africa, Julian 
offered to condud: a body of theMoflem 
troops into Spain, and put that king- 
dom into the hands of the Khalif. 

The reigning Khalif of the Mo- 
hammedans at that time, was Al 
Walid Ebn Abd* Almalec, who was 
then in the feventh year of his reign. 
He had Carried on very fuccefsful 
wars, by his feveral generals, . againft 
the Chriftian Emperor's territories ; he 
had extended his dominions far be- 
yond the river 'Oxus, had made an 
irruption into Cappadocia, and pene- 
trated into Cilicia. To a prince of 
his turn of mind, a profpeft of fub- 

jugating 
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Jugating a frefh part of the Chriftian 
world, muft liave been very pleafing j 
and the offer of Julian being made 
known to him by Mufa, he eagerly 
embraced it, and gave the neceffary 
orders to that general. 

However, left there fhould be any 
treachery in that proffer, and left 
the friends of Julian, and the fons of 
Vitiza fliould not be fufficiently nu- 
merous to afford the promifed aid, he 
at firft lent Julian only four hundred 
foot, and one hundred horfe, which 
he fent over under the command of 
Tarik Ebn Zarka. They . embarked 
from a port now called Sallee, and 
pafling the ftfaits of Hercules (now 
the ftraits of Gibraltar), landed in 

'the 
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terms by the Arabian writers. It is 
defcribtd by fbme as confifHng of 
one entire ftone of an ifnmenfe fize, 
of a green colour, and having three 
hundred and fixty-five feet; whilft 
others fay, it was made entirely of 
£lver and gold, and adorned with 
three borders of pearls. However, 
it was named ^fhe 7ai/e of Sohmom 
fbeSm ofDavid^ and was found in 
a fmall town at the bottom of the 
bay, called the City of the Table, 
near a mountain named Jibel Soli-* 
min, or the Mountain of Solomon. 
This table Tank fent over as a pre*- 
ient to the Rhalif, as a mark of re-- 
fpedl; and, at the fame time, as 
a proof of the riches of the country* 

From 
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Prom the Arab*s defcription of the 
City in which this table was found, it 
nciay be concluded, that it was that 
^^liich is now called Alguazeres ; and 
tliat the Mountain of Solomon, was 
tliat hill on which now ftands the 
town of St, Roque. 

On the receipt of this news, Mufa 
Himfelf came over, with his two fons^ 
^nd a body of twelve thoufand Arabs 
tod Africans. They came to the 
. Hock Calpc, which had then ob- 
t^ned the appellation of Jibel ^arik^ 
from the fortifications eredled thereon 
by Tarik, who had confl:ru£led lines 
from eafl: to weft, from almoft the 
top of the mountam to thei fmall 
plain, aad had built a tower as an 
C % advanced 
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advanced poft, ^ look out, and a < 
tadel. The fame denomination ft 
remains, although* corrupted in t 
found and orthography, for Gibralt; 
is a manifeft corruption oijibel Tar 
or Tank's Mountain^ 

Thus reinforced, the Moflem g 
nerals committed great ravages ; ar 
in the year 714 (being the ninet 
fifth year of the Mohammedan coi 
putation of the Hejira), Roderic v 
defeated and flain, the city of To! 
do reduced, and the kingdom ov( 
ran; the principal Spanifli fortref 
having fallen into the hands of t 
invaders. 

The main caufe of this defeat 
Roderic, was his own negliger 

a 
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and imprudence. When the Arabs 
firft landed in the Bay of Calpe, he 
did not imagine their force was fo 
great, or could be fo eafily augment- 
ed. He probably thought, their Ible 
intention was to pillage the coaft, 
and retreat immediately with their 
booty ; and they had advanced as far 
as Hifpalis (now Seville) before he 
thought ferioufly of oppofing them : 
even then, inftead of marching againft 
them with a fufficient number of ve- 
terans, he fent his coufin-german, 
Sandtius (called Inach by the Arabs) 
with a raw, undifciplined rabble of 
an army againft the invaders. They 
met between Hifpalis and Corduba, 
when the Goths were quickly put to 
C 3 flight, 
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flight, leaving a great number of 
their men dead upon the field of 
battle. The news of this defeat 
reaching Rodericks ears, he then rouf- 
cd himfelf, and thought the bufinefs 
was fufficiently ferious to merit his 
utmofl exertion. But, alas ! his re- 
tniffnefs at firfl: was not then tp be 
repaired ; Mufa and Tarik were flufh* 
ed with conqueft, their troops had 
been long enured to war, whilft the 

* Goths were enervated by a long peace. 
Roderic indeed aflembled his whole 

• force, and dreffing himfelf in his 
royal robes, with bis crown on his 
head, he appeared in an ivory chariot 
at the head of his army; and fo ani* 
mated them by his courage and be* 

haviourj, 
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Baviour, that viftory ftoDd fuipend* 
cd for eight whole days. At length, 
firefli troops arriving continually to 
reinforce the Arabs, the fcale began 
to turfi ; and Roderic, having weakly 
confided the command of the two 
wings to the. fons of Vitiza, though 
they had already manifefted their 
finifter intentions, they went over to 
the enemy in the heat of the adion, 
on which a total route immediately 
enfued. The Arabs purfued the fly- 
ing Goths with fo much ardour, that ' 
moft of them were flain. Rodericks 
borfe, Orelia, and the enfigns of his 
royalty, were found in a miry place, 
frequented by fwine and other ani- 
paals, but his body was fought in 
C 4 vain ; 
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vain ; having been doubtlefs ftripped, 
and undiftinguifhable in the general 
carnage. This fatal engagement was 
ended on Sunday the 5 th of July 714. 
In it almoft all the Gothic nobility 
were flain, fo that all the Spaniards, 
except the Afturians and Cantabri- 
gians (now the Bifcayans) were in a 
fhort time obliged to fubmit to the 
Moflem yoke. This decifive battle 
was fought at Aflidona, now called 
Xerez de la Frontera. 

The Arabs, now completely fettled 
in Spain, began to fhow their hatred . 
to the traitors, though they had fo 
well relifhed and profited by the trea- 
fon, 1 he wife of Julian they fton- 
cd to death ; they threw his fon 

head- 
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headlong from the top of the caftle 
«f Ceuta, ftripped the count of all 
his pofleflions, and he miferably ex- 
pired in irons in a fort in the territory 
of Ofca, now Huefca/ near Tarra- 
gona. 

Mufa and Tarik having had this 
liiccefs, were recalled by the Khalif, 
^nd returned laden with fpoils and 
plunder ; but before his departure, 
Mufa had had the addrefs to fettle his 
fon Abd'alaziz, as king of the coun- 
try, who fixed his refidence at Hif- 
palis, (now Seville,) and foon after 
married Egibon, the widow of Ro- 
deric. 

During the three years of Abd'- 
alaziz's reign, he turned his chief at- 
tention 
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tention to Jibel Tarik, and fortified 
it in fuch a manner, by ftrengthen- 
ing the works firft ejedled by Tarik, 
as to make it impregnable by the 
mode of befieging iu thofe days, and 
not to be Ihaken by the miffile arms 
then in ufe. He thereby fecured a 
very important poft, to which any 
fuccours from Africa might eaiily 
arrive, if the remaining Spaniards of 
Boetica (now Andalufia) and Granada, 
ihould be able to make any head 
againft him, and force him to fend 
for aid ; and alfo, it aSbrded a place 
of fecure retreat, fliould any reverfe of 
fortune oblige him to quit his capital, 
Abd'alaziz did not, indeed, long 
enjoy his dignity, for being perfuad- 

ed

ed by his wife Egibon, to wear a 
diadem, after the Gothic manner^ 
fome zealous Mohammedans were 
fearful he would, by degrees, be 
brought over to Chriftianity ; to pre- 
vent which, they aflaffinated him as 
he was at his devotions, in the year 
716. 

Ayub Ebn Halib, an Arabian 
chief, by whofe advice Abd*alaziz 
was murdered, fucceeded to the 
throne, and transferred the royal feat 
frorji Seville to Corduba, called by 
the Romans, Patricia, and now nam- 
ed Cordova. 

As it is not the defign of this work 
to gi^e either a hiftory of Spain, or 
pf the Arabs, we fhall break off the 

thread 
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rlii/ad of tf*i:> narration, and mention 
iio |;urt of it, but what hath fome 
uliition to CJibraltar. 

'lUc next particular we meet with 
In hiflory relative to Gibraltar, is in 
thr yrar ij6i. 

'V\\v Arabian kings in Spain had, for 
abvno two hundred years, held their 
thrvUKS us dv pondcitts on the Kha- 
litV; each called hlmklf only £«ir; 
but at Unoth^ taki:^j; occ;U:on from 
the d-ncniuv^s ri .\u.i a*ad Africa, they 
thcw o.T* ^".c voXx\ j:::d ;:llb:i:ed the 

^:.r:. > o • :: c.c^c or c -fs^r ^i J^- 
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of the houfe of Omiyab, who had 
then held the fcepter fifty years. He 
formed a defign of taking Septa (now 
Ceuta) in Africa, from the diftradled 
Khalifate, and made ufe of the port 
- of Gibraltar, as the fpot from whence 
his armament was to proceed. He 
accordingly affembled a fuitable army 
at Tariff and Jlbel Tarik, embarked 
it on board fundry veflels in the bay, 
which, in five hours, were carried 
over to Septa ; of which, in the Ipace 
of five days, he made himfelf matter, 
and left there one of the lords of his 
court, with the authority of an emir, 
to govern for him. 

Long did the power of the Arabs 
continue in Spain ; but as it had be- 
come 
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come divided into feveral flates, and 
diflenfions happening between the fe-* 
veral Moflem kings, that power began 
to decreafe gradually. The feparate 
kingdoms of Leon, Oviedo, and To- 
ledo, were fubjugated by the counts 
of Caftile, and formed a Chriflian 
ftate In the year 1080. The Arabs 
were gradually driven out of theit 
different poflcflions, fo that, in the 

year 1479, ^^'^^Y ^^^^ ^^^Y ^^^ king- 
doms of Navarre, Andalufia, and Gra* 
nada. The kingdoms of Caftile and 
Arragon being then united by the 
marriage of Ferdinand of Arragon 
with Ifabella^ queen of Caftile, Fcr* 
dinond thought himfelf fufficiently 
firong to attempt an enure expul£oa 

of 
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of the Arabs. This he happily efFeA- 
ed, and conquered the remainmg 
Moorifli kingdoms, puttnig an end 
to the dominion of the Moflems, in 
the year 151 1. 

When the Spaniards got pofleffion 
of Jibel Tarik, it foon loft that name ; 
which, hy progreflive corruption, 
dwindled into that of Gibraltar^ by 
which it has ever fince been known* 

Charles the Fifth came to the 
Spanifli throne in the year 1517, and 
was elected Emperor of Germany la 
151 9j to the exclufion of Francis L 
king of France, his rival, which 
brought on a war. In this war Gib- 
raltar began to be beheld in its true 
light ; its critical fituation pointed it 

out 
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out as the key of the ftraits, and ac- 
cordmgly Charles not only repaired 
the Moorifli caftle and lines, but 
erefled a ftrong wall about feven hun- 
dred and eighty feet long, to the fouth 
of the Moor's lines. This wall was 
thought neceffary, as there were then 
no fortifications to defend the fouth- 
weft part of the mountain, and an 
enemy might land in the little bay, 
(now called Rozia bay) and about 
where the new mole now is ; and in 
that cafe, they might march north- 
ward towards the town, or poflefs 
themfelves of the middle hill, which 
entirely commands it. To prevent 
any fuch accident, Charles the Fifth's 
wall ran eafl and weft, with four in- 

dentings. 
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dentings, from the bottom of the 
uppermoft ridge of perpendicular 
rocks, to the fecond and fhallower 
ridge at the bottom of the middle hill, 
and was one thoufand one hundred 
and twelve feet In length. 

In the reign of Philip the Second, 
and about the year 1590, Gibraltar 
was made yet ftronger on the land 
fide. A mole was ereded on the 
north point of the town, one thou- 
fand feet in length, and fome cannon 
were planted pointing to the north 
and north-eaft, which would fcour 
the ifthmus. And mortars, for the 
cafting of bomb-fhells, having been 
firft made in the year 1543, Philip 
procured four, which he planted on 
P the 
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the mole, in the fame direftion with 
the cannon. Befides thefe, two fmall 
batteries were erefted on the northern 
declivky of the rock ; and a retrench* 
ment made, of three faliant angles^ to 
defend the land-gate of the towii* 
The neceflity of thefc works became 
the more evident, when it was con- 
sidered, that althoTigh the Spaniards 
ttiight remain mailers of Gibraltar 
bay, yet it would be very eafy for an 
^nemy to land any number of. men 
on the eaft fide of the ifthmus, who 
Would not then have a march of 
fiaore than half an hour to come t^ 
the town. 

From that period to the year 1704^ 
^try liBwIaddkions were 'made to the 

Ibrtifi.

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fbrtificatioris of Gibraltar, except a 
taole being erected with a battery to 
the ibuth; and ill that year, this 
very important fortrefs came into the 
pofleffioii of England, on the follow- 
ing bccadom 

Philip IV. kihg of Spain, died on 
the firft of November 1 700 ; and, by 
a will, which many people thhik 
was fof ged, appointed Philip, duke 
of Anjou, fon of the king of France^ 
as his fuccefibi*. Charles, archduke 
e:f Auftria, oppofed this' fucceflion, 
iM m'ade out his own claim. How- 
ever, Philip was acknowledged by 
ft^nte ; and our king, WiUiami IIL 
oiade a foralal actenoWl^dgmefat ei 



^bjlip, by a letter of congratulation, 
.*^ D z <J^tcd 
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dated the 17th of April, 1701. Bat^ 
,on the 1 2th of September, ^70^, the 
archduke, was proclaimed king of 
, Spain at Vienna, by the name of 
_Charks the Third ;; and queen ^nne, 
who had fucceeded king, William lu 
the.preceding yea^, difavowed Philip V. 
and ackim;^ledged, Charles III. . 

.; War hp^vipg been declar/ed againft 
J'rafice, :ai|{l| Spaip^, the. Engliftt ^nd 
Dutch affifted Charles to fecu-re the 
throve -of the. l.atter .kingdom;; jarxd 
the-uuitec^ fleefiiii^.the Med^t^rranea^, 
h^d prder^.^to a(5;./qr king Cl»arles,in 
the jpoft rppmrful .mannery. having 
firft cQptdij<9:ed him to I^iflbonj . qo th^ 
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Sir CSteorgbRooke- then commanded 
the united fleet, and the prince of 
Hefle Darmftadt had the .chief : direc- 
tion of his catholic majefty's affairs* 

It is foreign to our purpofe, to enter 
into a detail of the operations of the 
campaign wliich preceded the attack 
of Gibraltar; fuffice it to fay, that 
to the 17th of July, 1704, the fleet 
belhg^ about feven leagues to the weft- 
ward of Tetuau, a council of war was 
held on board the Royal Catherine, 
^heo it was unanimoufly refolved to 
make a fudden and vigorous attempt 
on Gibraltar. This rcfolution was 
immediately put in execution, and 
the fleet anchored in the bay of Gib- 
raltar on the 2 1 ft of July. ^

As foon as the fleet had anchored, 
oil ithe 2ift of July, the debarkatioa 
commenced, and before night eighteen 
hundred Englifh and Dutch marines 
were landed on the ifthmus, and took 
poft, under the commanxl of the prince 
of Hefle Darmftadt^ in order to cut 
off all communication between the 
town and the continent. 

At day-break the next morning, 
Jtily 22, Sir George Rooke gave or- 
ders for the Ibuadrons of rear admir 
ral Byng and rear admiral Vauderf* 
djuflfen, to bring their guns to bear op: 

the 
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the town ; and captam Hick? in tha 
yarmbuthi, with the Tiger and H^mp^ 
ton-Gourt, to be ready to attack thd 
the fouth molQ-head. Prior to fh^k 
order?, a meflagc had been feiat l5st 
the Spanifh governor!, to fummodCLhiift 
to fiitrender Gibraltar to king Ch^xhs^ 
which he refufed to do ; declaring, h^ 
knew no other king pf Spain but Phi- 
lip the Fifth. : 

The two rear admirals and captaift 
Hicks, did all in their power to exe-': 
cute their orders ; but the wind b«- 
iiig contrary, they did not gc* to thieir- 
leveral ftations till the evening : holyti 
ever, in the naean while^ in order to 
aipufe the cnemy^ captaxQ Edward 
Whitaker was &Bt xo, with a n^inib^r 

' ' '■ ." ■ ^ ftf 
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of boats, man^aed and armed, who 
burnt a twelve gun privateeir laying In 
the oldmole^ 

On the 23d of July, as fbon as It 
was light, a heavy cannonading begdn; 
and continued with fuch Ipirit, that 
befofe noon fifteen thoufand (hot had 
been fired. The admiral perceiving 
that the enemy were driven from their 
guns at the fouth mole battery, ordered, 
captain Whitaker, with all the long- 
boats of the fleet, to go and take pof- 
fciSon of it ; on which captain Hicks 
and captain Jumper, lyihg neareft, got ; 
fhft on Ihore in their pinnaces, and 
feized the platform ; which they had 
no fooner done, than the enemy fprung 
a mine, which killed two lieutenants 
' I and 
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^d forty feamen, and wounded fixty 
more. Undaunted at this event, the 
captains refolutely maintained their 
poffeflion, till captain Whitaker and 
his party joined them; with this re- 
inforcement they advanced towards 
the town, but about half way thither 
they met a redoubt, which they at- 
tacked and carried by affault, and thca 
turned the cannon of the redoubt a- 
gainft the town. Whilft this was do- 
ing,, and the men of Gibraltar em- 
ployed in defending the place, the 
women had all gone out in procefEoa 
to the chapel on the hill, to implore 
the aid of the virgin Mary againft the 
Englifh heretics. Thefe women be- 
ing ^^ed by fpme feamen who were 

in 
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Iblely by the feamen. But it is re- 
markablcj that not one fingle inhabi- 
tant chofe to remain in Gibraltar, but 
went away with the garrifon. 

The garrifon itfelf confifted of but 
one hundred and forty-feven men; but 
the natural flrength of the place was of 
Itfelf a garrifon. The lofs on our fide 
was fixty-one men killed, and two hun- 
dred and fixteen wounded. The prince 
of Hefle remained there as governor ; 
and the fleet, having fupplied the town 
with every neceflary that could be 
fpared, failed out of the bay on the 
9th day of Auguft, and in four days 
afterwards engaged the French fleet 
of fifty fail of the line, off Malaga. 

The 
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The event of this battle Immediately 
Ihewed the great advantage of having 
Gibraltar ; for feveral of our fhips be- 
ing greatly damaged in the aftion, In- 
ftead of either going up as far as Bar- 
celona, or coming out of the Straits 
to Lifbon, in order to repair, Gibraltar 
bay opened its friendly arms to receive 
them, vsrithout the rifque that muft 
attend a long courfe to (hips in dif- 
' trefs. The fleet ftaid there till the 
24th of Auguft, when being fuffi- 
ciehtiy refitted, admiral Rooke failed 
for England, leaving Sir John Leake 
with a Iquadron of eighteen fail in the 
Mediterranean. 

Our Englifh hiftorians have obferv- 

ed, that this capture did not appear 

E at 
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at firfl: to be of that great importance 
as it has fince been found : but it may 
be truly faid, that the fpirit of party 
operated fo much againft Sir George 
Rooke, that the conqueft was under- 
valued by many, merely on account of 
the conqueror ; but England foon en- 
tertained a juft value for Gibraltar. 

No fooner had the court of king 
Philip received the unwelcome news 
of the lofs of Gibraltar, than they 
began to take meafurcs for its reco- 
very. All the forces in Andalulia and 
Eftremadura were drawn together, 
and encamped near St. Roque, under 
the command of the marquis de Vil- 
ladarias ; to thefe were joined fome 
French troops and French engineers. 

As

As foon as Sir John Leake was gone 
with his fquadron to Lifbon, the 
French fleet under M. de Pointis, 
confifting of thirteen fhips of the line 
and feven frigates, was ordered to 
cover the fiege, and every neceflary 
preparation was made to commence it 
with vigour* 

The prince of Hefle, who com- 
manded in Gibraltar, difpatched a fe- 
lucca to Lifbon, to inform Sir John 
Leake of thefe operations. This letter 
was dated the ift of Odober; and 
Sir John ufed fuch expedition in get- 
ting his fleit ready, that on the 25th of 
06:ober he, and rear-admiral Vander- 
duflen, failed with eighteen fhips, and 
got into Gibraltar bay in the afternoon 
of the 2pth, E 2 The 
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The arrival of the fleet was at a 
very critical junfture ; the enemy 
had intended to have ftorineSd the 
town on all fides that veiy^night ; in 
order to which, they had procured 
two hundred boats ftom Gadix, td 
land three thoufaild trtoops near the 
new mole, but the fudde'n arrival of 
Sir John Leake, not only fruftrated 
this nieafure, but a frigate of forty- 
two guns; anoihef of twinty-four 
guns, a brig^ntihe of fourteen gtins, 
a fire fhip of fikteen guns, a ftore-fhip 
laden with bombs arid granadoes, and 
two Englifh prizes, were all driven 
on fhore and burnt in the bay by the 
Englifli admiral ; and a French fri* 
gate of thirty guns, with a tartane, 

which 
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which had juft got put of the bay, 
were taken by on? of the fquadron. 

This luccefs, however, did not hin- . 
4er the enemy from carrying on the 
^ege by land. They hourly expeft- 
ed fhe promifed affiftance of M. de 
Ppintis. Sirjohnrefolvedtoftrengthen 
the garriibn with all the men he , 
could fpare, which he did, by Jand- 
mg.^them on the fecond, third, and 
fourth of November. 

On the nineteenth of November, 
the admiral made a feint to land 
fome men on the ifthnlus; this, as 
he expefted, drew down a large body 
of Spanifh cavalry to oppofe the land- 
. i^g 5 which gave him an opportunity 
of killing a great number of the ene- 
E 3 my 
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my by the cannon of his frigates, 
and the fmall-arms from the boats. 

Sir John Leake having advice, that 
M. Pointis had failed from Cadiz, he 
left the bay, and flood off to the 
eafjtward, but ftill in fight of Gib- 
raltar; and, on the feventh of De- 
cember, had the pleafure to fee the 
Antelope, with nine tranfports, . get 
fafe into the bay; as did the New- 
caftle, with feven more tranfports, 
on the ninth of December, Thofe 
ihips brought near two thoufand 
troops, which were a feafonable rein- 
forcement to the garrifon ; and they 
narrowly efcaped the fquadron of . 
M. Pointis, when they pafled' off 
cape SparteL 

How- 
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However, the French fleet not ap- 
pearing, and the garrifon being now 
near three thoufand ftrong, Sir John 
Leake was under no apprehensions 
for Cjibraltar; he failed for Lifbon 
again to refit, and arrived there on 
the pth of January 1705, where he 
cleaned his (hips, and took on board 
quantities of fupplies for the gar- 
lifoB. 

The court of France being much 
diflatisfied with the conduft of the 
marquis de Villadaria's, under whofe 
command the fiege had not proceeded 
with that vigour and fuccefs that had 
been expected. The marifchal de 
Tefle was fent to fup^rfede him ; and 
M. de Pontis came into the bay with 

E 4 four- 
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fourteen fail of the line and two fri- 
gates. News of his arrival being 
fent to Lifbon, Sir John failed again 
on the fixth of March; and in his 
paffage met with vice-admiral Sir 
Thomas Dilkes, by which his fqua- 
; dron was increafed to thirty, fhips. 
Gn the tenth of March, being within 
a league of Cabritta Point, he faw. 
five fhips {landing out of the bay ; he 
chafed them; and, after fome re* 
fiftance, the Arrogant of fixty guns 
ftruck ; as did foon after, the Ardent 
of iixty-fix guns, and the Marquis of 
fifty-fix guns. The other two, the 
Magpanime of feventy-four, and the 
Fleur-de- Lis of eighty, made a good 
defence ; and feeing no hopes of 

efcaping, 
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efcaping, the French ran them afliore 
near Marabella, and burnt them them- 
felves. 

The Englifh fquadron then made 
for the bay, to encounter the reft of 
M.dePontis's fquadron; but they had 
cut their cables on hearing the firing, 
got out, and retired to Toulon, Sir 
John Leake then landed the fuppUes, 
and efFedlually relieved Gibraltar ; for 
the enemy entertaining no hopes of 
fuccefs, raifed the fiege, having car- 
ried it on from the eighteenth of Sep- 
tember to the fifth of April, juft half 
a year and eighteen days. 

During the fiege, an event happen- 
ed worthy of remembrance ; about 
five hundred defperate Spaniards found

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^d prevent the neceflity.of going tp 
Jj^ifbon to refit ; i^rong . Ij^es and ^, 
4?attery were made at the north end 
of the hill, upon the feeond deflivlty, 
Rnd called .Queen Anne's battery. A 
large morjafs at the. ifthmus, juft be- 
fore the land-port gate W3S dug and 
cleared, and made a receptacle for 
water ; .wjhich, bjr a fluice piade in 9 
dam^ , could hi? , let in from the bay at 
plcafure, and totally prevent any ap- 
proach on that fide, as far as the inun- 
dation went 

, At jthe. peace of Utrecht,' figned 
April I, ly^^j Spain ceded to Great 
Bjfitairji the property of the town and 
Gf^^le of Gibraltar, to be enjoyed ab- 
folutplyy and for ever (as well as Mi- 
norca) 
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norca) Spain onjy ijeferving to itfelf 
a right of prfe-emption, in cafe Great 
Britain fhould difpofe of the fai.d fbr- 
trefs (or the ifland of Minorca.) 

However, though Spain had been 
obliged to yield Gibraltar, it was not 
without, m&ny heart-burnings that fhfe 
few it in the hands of Great Britain. 
JMany negociations were fet on fbot^ 
many offers, of purchafe, and of othet 
places being exchanged for it, w^re 
made ; but all in vain : and by a' 
fecret article of the peace of Madrid, 
figned the i8th of June, 1721, the 
ceffion was confirmed afrefh ; bis 
Britannic majefty engaging not to 
interfere with the Spanifh pretenfions 
in Italy. 

In 
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tn the year 1^23, Spam offered to 
make a frefli treaty, ftill more advan- 
tageous to Great Britain, provided 
Gibraltar was reftored; but finding 
all her offers rejefted, in the year 
1725, ihe made a private treaty with 
the emperor, in which it was faid, 
that the Englifli liiiniftry had pro- 
miled to reftore Gibraltar and Mi- 
norca; and therefore, '? in cafe of 
farther refufal, the emperor agreed 
to aflift Spain in the recovery of 
them. 

, When this treaty was difcovered by 
Great Britain, Mr. Stanhope, ambaf- 
iador to Spain, prefented a ftrong 
memorial againft it on the 24th of 
September, 1726; in which he faid, 

''By 
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<^ By one article of that alliance, it 
" was ftipulated to ufe open force to 
" get Gibraltar reftored to the king of 
" Spain, a place which his majefty 
«* poflefles by virtue offojujl a right. *^ 
The intention of ufing open force was 
certain, and Spain was making pre- 
parations ; but not being quite ready, 
it was thought neceffary to diflemble 
and prevaricate. In the anfwer made 
to this memorial by the marquis de 
la Paz, on the 30th of the fame 
month, he faid, " As for the falfe 
*' confidence which the duke de Rip- 
" perda made laft winter to your ex- 
** cellency, that an ofFenfive alliance 
** had been concluded, by which the 
** enoperor had exprefsly engaged 

" himfelf 
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** himfelf for the recovering Gibral- 
tar, his Imperial majefly has al- 
ready fufficiently endeavoured to- 
** undeceive his Britannic majefty ; 
** the drift being only to remind his 
** Britannic majefty of the promi/es 
*• he has made on this head which 
" neither his majefty nor the Spanifh 
** nadon can ever renounce.** 

This was mere quibble, for, in a 
letter from the marquis deGrimaldoto 
Mr. Stanhope, dated July 24, 1725, 
by order of the king of Spain, it was 
formally declared, '' that the con- 
** tinuance of the alliance, and of 
** the commerce of England with 
** Spain, depended abfolutely on the 
** immediate rejlhutlon of Gibraltar ^^ 

The 
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The marquis de PozobueiiOj the 
Spanifh ambaflador at London, avow- 
ed the intentions of Spain rather more 
openly ; for his letter to the duke of 
Newcaftle, dated 21 ft of December, 
1726, hath this paragraph : 

*^ As to what was declared to Mr. 
" Stanhope, by word of mouth, and 
" ia writing, that the gobd corre- 
** ipondence and friendftiip with Eng- • 
** land depended abfolutely on the 
Ipeedy reftitution of Gibraltar, I 
cannot avoid confirming it anew to 
" your excellency, by order from the 
*' king, my mafter, as a declaration 
** moft juftiy founded ; infifting on 
«' that^ reftitution, after the king 6f 
^* Gjreat Britain had on this point 
F ** giv^en, 
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given, as he did give^ a pojitive pro^ 
' mife ; befides that, on the other 
** hand, the ceffion which his Catho- 
** lie majefty made, precedently, of 
** that place, is become null, becaufe 
^^ of the infraftions made in the con- 
** ditions on which it was permitted 
** that the Englifli garrifon fhould re- 
" main in pofleflidn of Gibraltar ; fee- 
" ing that, contrary to all the pro- 
*' teftations made, they have not on- 
*** ly extended their fortifications, by 
" exceeding the limits prefcribed and 
*< ftipulated ; but, what is more, con- 
*' trary to the cxprefs literal tenor of 
♦' the treaties, they receive and ad- 
** mit the Jews aod Moors in the fame 
** manner as the Spaniards, and other 

" nations, 
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** nation^ confounded and mixed, con- 
*' trary to our holy religion ; not to 
" mention the frauds, and continual 
*^ contrabands which are carried on 
^* there, to the prejudice of his ma- 
** jefty's revenue." 

Thefe expreffions of a promift on 
the part of Great Britain to rejibre 
Gibraltar, caufed great diflenfions as 
foon as they were made public. When 
the parliament met on the 17th of Ja- 
nuary, 1727, the king had feveral ex- 
preffiorisf relative to Gibraltar, In his 
fpeech. ' His majefl-y faid, ** We 
*^* muft determine either tamely to 
" fubmit to the peremptory and un- 
" juu dehi&nds of the king of Spain, 
** in giving up Gibraltar— or refolvc 
^ ^' F 2 ** to 
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<^ to be in ^ pondition to do ourfelves 
<* juftice, and defend qi^r undonbteic 
" rights.'* 

Alfo, ^* if tjme fhall evince 1^ 
*^ the giving up the trade of thh 
** nation to one power (i. e. theeruj 
*^ peror) and' Gibraltar and Port Ma- 
*^ hon to another, is made the pric< 
*^ and reward of impofing upqa fhai 
** kingdpni a popifli pretender, . whaj 
** 'an indignation muft this raife in the 
*' breaft of every proteftant Briton ?' 
He alfo added, that the Spanifli mi- 
nifter " infifts on a reftitution of Gib* 
** raltar," and that " his Catholic 
** majefty is now making prepara- 
** tions to attack and befiege Gib 
**raltar.'' 

Thi 
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This fpeech did not give the moft 
" dfifta^t hiiA: of any promife to reftore 
Cibraltar j yet it was thought by many 
in both houies, that if no fuch pro- 
xnifer had be^n made by any of the 
king's^ miniftef s, Spain would not have 
iO publicly and e^preifsly infifted oh 
jim However, they referved this point 
^ for a foture debate, and did not men- 
tion their fears in either of the ad- 
dreiles. In that of the lords, pre- 
fentied January 1 8th, are thefe words: 
^* The peremptory demand of the re- 
*^ ftitutioii of Gibraltar, which place, 
^ andtheilland of Minorca, being both 
^* of the ufmojl confequence to your people, 
** were yielded up by the prefent king 
^^ of Spain Jiimfelf, and do indifput- 
. F 3 ably 
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" ably belong to the crown of Great- 
'* Britain by the moft fblemn tteia- 
" ties . 

" We will to the utmoft of out 
** power, enable your majefty to af- 
** fert and defend your right to Gib- 
** raltar and the ifland of Miborca^ 
** which are of the greateft ifnpottf' 
*' ance to the prefervation of the cona- 
** merce and naval ftrength of Greatr 
"Britain." 

In the commons addrefs, after fay- 
ing the new family alliance of the 
houfe of Bourbon ought to be op- 
pofed, it gives this as one of the rea- 
fons, ** that a peremptory demand 
** is made and iniifled upon for the 
** reftitution of Gibraltar" (no mention 

of 
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of Minorca) " a place of fuch im- 
^* portance to the trade of this king- 
" dom.'* 

In the debate on the addrefs it was 
faid by Mr. Hungerford, that he had 
in his pocket the purport of the fe- 
cret article in the treaty between Spain 
and the emperor ; which was, " That 
*vin cafe the King of Spain could 
** produce 2ipo/ithe promtfefromG rezt'- 
** Britain to reftore Gibraltar, his Im- 
** perial majefty would engage to be- 
** come a mediator and guarantee for 
** the performance of fuch promife.^^ 

Mr. Shippen faid, he was appre- 

henfive fome fuch promife had been 

made. On which Sir Robert Wal- 

pole replied, ** That if fuch a promife 

F 4 '' had 
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** had been made, it was not whilfl: 
" he was in the adminiftration, and 
** he durft aver it was conditional ; and 
** made void and invalid, by the king 
** of Spain's refufing to comply with 
** the conditions on which it was 
** made ; and that, whenever the per- 
*^ formance of that promife was men- 
*^ tioned to him, as infiflcd on by the 
** king of Spam, he always delivered 
*^ it as his fixed and pofitive opinion, 
*^ that Gibralta-r could not be given up 
** without the confent of parliaments^ 

This fpeech which was highly eva- 
five, did not give any fatisfa<9:ion. Tho* 
he Icemed to doubt xh^ promife ^ yet he 
equally feemed to admit it, for he 
owned it had been often mentioned to 

him; 
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hitn ; and his opinion that Gibraltar 
could not be reftored, without con^ 
fent of parliament y left fome fears that 
an endeavour would be made to ob- 
tain that confent. — However, the fub- 
jeft dropped for that day. 

On the 8th of February, Mn 
Sandys moved, that the king ihould 
be addreffed to communicate the de- 
claration, letter, or engagement, pa 
which the marquis de Pozobueno's 
aflertion, that a promife to reftore Gib- 
raltar had been made, was founded^ 
This motion was fupported by Sir 
William Wyndham, Mr. Hunger** 
ford, and Mr. Pulteney ; who, among 
other particulars, took notice of a 
letter written in 1721, to one of the 

emperor's 
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emperor's plenipotentiaries at Cam- 
bray, wherein a promife for the refti- 
tution of Gibraltar was exprefsly 
mentioned. But thefe papers could 
not be feen ; the motion was oppofed 
by Mr. Pelham, Mr. Thomas Bro- 
derick, Mr^, Horatio Walpole, and 
his brother. Sir Robert Walpole, 
who made the fame evafive declara- 
lion as on the 17th of January; 
adding, that the private letters of 
princes were almofl: as facred as their 
perfonsy and the motion was negatived 
by two hundred and four againfl: 
niriety-feven. 

It feems indeed, that Mr. Hunger- 
ford was miftaken in the account he 
had received of the article relative to 

Gibraltar, 
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Gibraltar, in the fecond treaty between 
the emperor and the king of Spain ; 
for the following is an exad tranflation 
6{ the fecond article of that treaty. 

ARTICLE 11. 

*V And it being reprefented by the 

** moft ferene kmg of Spain, that 

** the reftitution of Gibraltar with its 

:*^ port, hath been promifed by the 

king of Great-Britain, and that his 

Catholic royal majefty doth infift 

upon the reftitution of Gibraltar, 

with its port ; and likewife of 

" the ifland of Minorca, and Port 

Mahon ; it is declared on the part 

of his facred Imperial majefty, that 

*' he will not in any manner oppofe 

** this 






ii 
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^' this reftitution^ but^ as far as he is 
*• able, employ all good offices to this 
" jmrpoie; and, if the parties defire it 
** of hiift^ acfofept the mediation/* . 

'This treaty was figned at Vienna, 
April 30, 1 7?5, by prince Eugene of 
Satoy, Philip Lewis, coylit de Zin^ 
^^endoff, and Gtihdafcer, colirit de Sta"- 
ftndberg, on the part of the em^ror ; 
*nd Join William, baron de Ripjperda, 
f6t the king of Spain, 

The difpute about the promijey and 
who made it, foon fubfided, wheri it 
was feen that government was ferious^ 
in the means taken for the defence of 
Gibraltar, to which the Spaniards laid

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As this ftep was forefeen, New- 
ton's^ Difney's, and Anftruther's re- 
giments were fent to reinforce the gar- 
rifon, and failed in the month of Ja- 
nuary, under convoy of the Kent of 
feventy guns, the Lenox of feventir 
guns, the Berwick of feventy guns, 
the Royal Oak of feventy guns, the 
Portland of fifty guns, and the Tygcjr 
of fifty guns, commanded by Sir 
Charles Wager. 

When this armament arrived, they 
found Gibraltar bcfieged by the count 
de las Torres, with fifteen thouland 
men. On the firft ereding of batte- 
ries, the lieutenant-governor^ colonel 
Clayton, made remonftrances by his 
fecretary, as ai> infradion of the treaty 

of 
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of peace ftlll fubfifting, for no wairwas 

declared ; but the Spaniards ftill carry-^ 

« 

ing on their works, colonel Clayton 
convened a council of war, when it 
was unanimoufly agreed to fire on the 
Spaniards. 

The enemy then advanced, anii 
lodged twa thoufand men near the 
devil's tower, on the iflhmus ; but 
Sir Charles ordered the Tyger, the 
Durfley galley, and Solebay bomb, to 
go round the hill, and fire on the 
trenches, from the eafl fide of the neck 
of land. To this the enemy oppofed 
a fourteen-gun battery, and many fhots 
were exchanged. 

The fiege flill going on, the old earl 
of Portmore, the governor pf Gibral- 
tar, 
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tar, who had been forty years a colo- 
nel, relblved to go to his command, 
and failed from Portfmouth in March, 
with the Prince Frederick, of feventy 
guns, the Yarmouth, of feventy guns, 
the Torbay, of eighty, and the Pool 
fire-lhip : with them went a number 
of tranfports, carrying Hayes's and 
Middleton's regiments. About the 
fame time a detachment of ten com- 
panies from the firft regiment of the 
foot guards, drawn by lot, embarked 
in the river, under the command of 
the following officers, drawn alfo )jy 
lot, viz. colonel Price, colonel Haft- 
ings, colonel Pearfon, colonel Mey- 
rick, colonel Buncombe, colonel lu- 
wood, colonel Treby, colonel Brown^ 

colonel 
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colonel Oughton, and colonel Wil- 
liamfbn ; all under colonel Guife, ma- 
jor of the regiment : colonel Treby, 
indeed, did not embark, chufing ra- 
ther to refign his commiflion, and his 
place was fupplied by colonel Onflow ; 
captain Stanhope alfo refigned, and 
captain Parker went in his room. 

This reinforcement arrived the 7th 
of April, and within a few days five 
hundred men came from Minorca ; fo 
the garrifon was then fix thpufand 
ftrong, which was thought to be fully 
fufficient. The army withdrew out 
of the town, and encamped on the 
fouth point, from whence the pofts 
were daily relieved : thus there being 
none in the town but what were on 

duty. 
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duty, and the houfes being deferted, 
lefs deftrudion happened from the 
enemy*s bombs* The girrifon was in 
no want of anyliecelTiries, they had 
plenty of filt provifions from England 
and Ireland, and frefll meat, poultry, 
and vegetables, came almoft every 
day from Barbary, as the boats were 
in no fear of the enemy*s (hips, for 
they were protected by Sir Charles 
Wager. As foon as he had landed 
the fuccours, and put twenty-four 
cannon with ammunition, on Ihore, 
to replace Ibme which had been dif- 
mounted by the enemy> he went and 
cruized to and fro in the Straits, 

This fiege lafted till the 23d of 

June, during which time the (hipping 

were very ferviceable, both in annoy- 

G ing 
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ing the enemy and preventing fuccours 
coming to them by fea. 

On the 24th of February, oiie of 
rear-admiral Hoplbn's fquadron took 
a Spanifh barque, and armed her with 
a lieutenant, a mate, a midfhipman, 
eighteen feamen, and a ferjeant and fif- 
teen grenadiers. On the 1 oth of March 
fhe attacked another Sp;mi(h barque, 
coming from Malaga, with provifions 
for the camp ; but (he efcaped, from 
a fudden ftorm rifing, which prevent- 
ed her being boarded. Several other 
ikirmifhes happened, in moft of which 
our fhips had fuccefs. 

A ceflation of arms was publifhed 
on the 23d of June, and hoftilities 
ceafedi. The particulars of the fiege, 
on the part of the Spaniards, (how a

No anfwer being returned, at 

four that evening the Englifli began to 

fire on the workmen erefting the faid 

battery, and continued the reft of the 

day:

Although hoftilities had ceafed dn 
the 23d of June, yet the camp at St. 
Roche did not immediately break up. 
King George the Firft was dead when 
the order for a ceffation of arms arrived 

at 
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at Gibraltar ; he having depatred this 
life at Ofnaburgh, in Germany, oa 
the nth of that month ; the news of 
which did not come to London till 
the 14th. As (bon as George the Se- 
cond was proclaimed, orders were fent 
to lord Portmore to keep on his guard; 
which was the more neceflary, as the 
Spaniards did not feem to be in any 
great hafle to withdraw their troops. 
Indeed, fbon after. Sir Charles Wager, 
who had failed to Tangier-bay on an 
errand to the Dey, returned to Gib* 
raltar. He found the Spaniards kept 
the place blockaded, which, on his 
remonftrating to them, the general 
anfwered, that the ceffation of arms 
di4 not imply a total raifing the fiege ; 

therefore 
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therefore he fhould continue In his 
prefent fituation till frefh orders came 
from his court, which could not be 
difpatched from thence till the return 
of a courier fent to London. 

This was not the only caufe of um- 
brage to Sir Charles Wager ; for he 
found that, contrary to the terms of 
ceflation, the Spaniards had been ac- 
tually carrying plank and other mate- 
rials for repairing de TeflVs battery ; 
however, Sir Charles and lord Port- 
more did not think themfelves autho- 
rized to break the ceflation, on their 
part ; and therefore Sir Charles failed 
out of the bay, refolved to carry on 
hoftilities by fea, which did not come 
under the articles of the truce, and 

was 
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was the moft likely method to bring 
Spain to reafon. 

The winter feafbn coming on, that 
time was fpent in negociations ; and a 
treaty was figned between Great-Bri- 
tain and Spain, on the 24th of Febru- 
ary, 1728, by which Gibraltar was 
again formally ceded to the Britilh 
crown ; and this ceffion has been re- 
cognized by the treaties of 1748, and 
1763. 

Since the year 1728, the Spaniards 
have conftrufted barrier lines on their 
end of the ifthmus, right acrofs from 
the fea on the eaft, to the bay on the 
weft; and the adjoining neck, between 
the Spanifli lines and our advanced pofts 
at the north foot of the rock, hath 

been 
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been efteemed as neutral ground. 
Every fucceeding governor hath added, 
new batteries, retrenchments, and 
other kinds of fortifications, to in*' 
crcafe the defence of the place ; the 
particulars of vvrhich will more fully 
appear, by the following defcription of 
the prefent ftate of the town and for- . 
trefs of Gibraltar* 

The town of Gibraltar is but fmall, 
and, from the nature of its fituation, 
can never be enlarged, as it occupies 
the whole of the fmall plain on the 
weft fide of the hill ; nay, many of 
the houfes in the eaftermoft ftreets are 
on the declivity of the rock, and fome 
of them are built clofe adjoining to it. 
There is one main ftreet running from 

north 
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from north to fouth, in a winding iin* 
of four thoufand feet, from which 
eleven ftreets Of lanes run tb the eaft, 
and nine to the weft^ interfered ir* 
regularly by five others. The chief 
places of note are the governbr*s gar- 
dens, drt the declivity ; the fouth port 
ttiagazine; the governor's houfe; the 
armory; the new arfenal; the vie*- 
tualUng-oliice J and the barracks round 
fhe parade. Without the town, about 
half a mile to the fotith,ftand the grand 
barracks ; and a little farther on an 
dtninencCj above Rozia-bay^ is the 
naval hofpital; while that for the 
thilifary is to the eaft of the ceriter 
of the town j eredted on an old 
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' foundation, formerly the hclpitalof 
St. John of God. 

From the north end of the towii 
i-uns a mole, in a north- weft direc- 
tion, eight hundred and four feet long, 
en which is a gun, and bomb battery ; 
but as from its proximity to the Spa- 
nifh lines, it afforded no fhelter for 
fliips, another mole has been erefled, 
above a mile farther to the fbuti, 
which is well defended, and whei^ 
fhips careen in fafety, having careen- 
ing-blocks, and a repofitory of every 
naval ftore that x!nay be wanted for 
refitting his majefty's fhips. 

To enter minutely into a detail of 
the prefent fortifications, would be an 
almoft endlefs talk;, as the whole cir- 
cuit 
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cult of the hill, towards the land and 
the bay, is one entire continuation of 
defence ; aqd there is fcarce an emi- 
nence up . to the middle hill but hath 
its battery. On the north fide, on a 
rock, five hundred feet above the level 
of the ifth'mus, is Queen Anne's bat- 
tery (formerly called Willis's battery) 
which commands any approaches that 
can be made. Lower down, and to 
the fduthward, is a round tower, 
with ftrong lines of communication 
to an irregular baftion called L'Arquia, 
and from thence down to the glacis 
of the land-port gate ; at the foot of 
which our engineers have cut mines» 
Faffing the covered-way of the glacis, 
we come to a fofle, which exten(^i 
O 2 from 
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from the fea to the face of the eafter- 
inofl baftion, called the baftion of St. 
Peter, which is joined to the baftion 
of St. Paul by St. Bernard's curtain. 
By a draw- bridge of ftone over the 
foffe (which is further defended by a 
double row of pallifadoes) we paft 
through the land-port gate, to the 
barracks and parade. From the fouth 
flank of the baftion of St. Paul runs 
another curtain, in the center of which 
is the water-gate, leading from the 
landing at the Old Mole, At the fouth- 
eaft of the north fortifications ftands 
an old Moorifh caftle, from which 
double lines defcend to the Mole. 
Going to the fouth, on the- water-fide, 
we pafs the Prince pf Orange's battery, 

Mongus^s 
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Mongus^s battery, the Salute battery, 
the Main Guard battery, Norman^s 
battery, Cohan's battery, and the 
battery defending the governor's houfe 
and the fouth port magazine; and 
thus proceed to the fouth baftion, 
where the town ends. A little to the 
fouth of the town is the watering* 
place, called the Ragged Staff, where 
a fmall jettee runs into the fea, againft 
which the (hips^ longrboats lay to take 
in their water. 

Proceeding ftill fouth wards towards 
the New Mole, the ikirt of the hill is 
defended by ftrong lines, in whiqh 
there are ai^ eight-gun battery, anc} 
feveral line guns. The Mole is pro* 
te^ed by an irregular baftion, from 
O 3 which 
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which there run lines up to, and round 
a little bay, called' Rozia-bay. From 
thence to Europa-point are feveral 
guard-houfes, at convenient diftances, 
which are continued on the hills. 

One of the chief curiofities of Gib- 
raltar is a vafl: cavern, called St. 
George's Cave. The coolncfs of this 
wonderful recefs makes it much fre- 
quented, as a retreat from the fcorch- 
ing rays of the fun. It is with (bmc 
difficulty we climb the rock to the 
mouth of the cave. The entrance is 
narrow, but when that is paffed, the 
llibterraneous vault extends to a fpa- 
clous degree. Having defcended 
ninety-four fteps, the roof then rifes 
above fixty feet, forming a noble arch, 

an 



an hundred and eighty-three feet wide 
at the bafe. For fome way in the 
walls are lined with ivy, and there is 
a continual dropping of water, clear 
as cryftal, and cold in the moft in- 
tenfe heat of fummer. Thefe diftilla- 
tions are chryftallized in a thoufand 
different and agreeabk forms, which 
refleft the light on all fides from their 
angular prifms. Further in the cave, 
where the humidity increafes, and the 
external air hath lefs effeft^thefe chryf- 
tallizations are formed in columns, 
which reach, from the bottom to tha 
roof, and are fimilar to the Gothic pil-. 
lars in the ailes of churches. It ap- 
pears that the concretions beginning, 
to form at the roof, have produced. 

capitals 
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Capitals to thefe (hafts, whilft thb 
Water that fell to the ground chryA 
tallized to form the bafes. The cur- 
rent of the water being hindered from 
Ipreading by thefe bales, hath pro- 
duced the fliafts of thefe pillars by 
degrees, rill they have united with thd 
capitals ; and they are now fo many 
in number, and fo exceeding ftrong, 
that they feem to bid defiance even tcf 
the convulfions of an earthquake, to 
Ihake the folid rock they fupport. 

At the entrance of the cave there is 
ilways found a colledlion of water, 
but it has been remarked that the quan- 
tity is always the fame ; fo that there 
muft be fome paflages for conveying 
off that water beneath the cave. In

Txirning to the r%ht from the bot- 
tom of the fteps, and defcending 
about feventeen yards deeper^ there is 
feen an opening like a Gothic temple^ 
whofe roof is fupported by numberlefsi 
Mlars of petrified water, diipofcd with 
wonderful fymmetiy,and extending ta 
a very ^reat length* Every ftep in- 
creafes a kind of. pleafing -horror^ 
which is flill augmented by the flut- 
tering and hifling of a furpriadng num- 
ber of bats, who have taken up their 
refidence in this amazing: vault. 

This cave is certainly the work of 
nature, and ferved as a retreat for the^ 
lyloors, as well as the aid Jberian^^ 
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The plenty of water in it; was alfo 
an additional motive for valuing thig 
cave. As a proof that it was a ftrong 
hold, there are ftill to be feen the re- 
mains of a wall, which forms a plat- 
form of twenty feet long, immediately 
before the mouth of the cave. 

It is reafbnable to fuppofe, that fbr-^ 
merly this cave extended much fur- 
ther than it does at prefent ; for Pom- 
ponius Mela, a native of that country, 
and a celebrated geographer in the 
time of Claudius Caefar, about the 
year 45, Ipeaking of this cave, ex- 
prefsly fays, " Is mirum in diodum 
** concavus, ab ea parte qua ipeftat 
5.^ occafum, medium fer^ latus aperit, 
*f gtque inde egreffis totus admbdum 

^* pcrvius, 
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** pervius, prope quantum patat Ipc* 
•* cus eft/' Nor is it at all wonder* 
ful that continual petrifications, for a 
fpace of near eighteen hundred years, 
Ihould have clofed up great part of 
the paiTage. 
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
